No class of citizens desires more heartily the suc- 
cess of President McVey's recommendations to ^ Leg- 
islature than the present student body. Nor is this a 
selfish desire, because most of them shall have departed 
from the University by the time the full benefits of the 
asM hgr PNBidsBt MeVegr shall ha^ hasB forth- 
coming. 

It is chiefly to the future that we are looking — the 
future of the University and the Conunonipsalth. 

"It requires money to equip, man and maintain a 
great institution of learning. Kentucky is abundantly 
aMe to give the Universitgr Uie ibiandal support n seee 
sary to its success." So reads an excerpt from one of 
the commendable editorials to which we previously 
merrea. 

Rather than a gift, however, we would have the 
Legislature and the public consider the proposed appro- 
priation in the light of an investment or a loan. Owners 
of liberty loan bonds are not of the opinion that they 
have given. They think rather that they have lent as- 
sistance, and in lending assistance, have invested wise- 
ly. Wefirndyhelisfvatiiataaapproiiriationof fondsby 
tiie Legislature now in session would be of like nature."
